Foreclosure of mortgages and 
the redemption of property are provided 
for on the American plan. 

The commission recommends that this 
code be put into effect at once by the 
president without waiting for congress to 
legislate on the question, saying that the 
people of the island are in distress and 
are still being oppressed by the old Span- 
ish laws and customs, leaving for con- 
gress the question of such after legisja- 
tion as may be deemed best.

Dozier Aspirants Have Left the Race 
Within Past Two Months. 


QUARTET WILL FIGHT IT OUT 


Two Judges, a State Senator and a 
Representative Are in the Race. 


BEGGS APPEARS TO BE LEADING

Sketch of McLean’s Career. 

John R. McLean was born in Cincinnatl 
September 17, 1848, and is fifty-one years 
He went from Harvard to Germany. 

he had served in several capaci- 
on The Enquirer, he became 
owner in 1872 and sole owner in 1581. 

Mr. McLean has conducted The Cincin- 
nati Enquirer for over a quarter of a 
and its success is due to him. 
has succeeded in many other enter- 
He has been a stanch supporter 
of organized labor and a friend to the 
poor, 

When the price of coal was 
Cincinnati, while the Ohio 
frozen over some years Ago, 
went into the coal business, sold at the 
old price to workingmen and fave coal 
free to the poor. He wrecked the cum- 
bine. 

During the summers he gives ice free to 
the poor of Cincinnati. His donations an- 
nually to local charities are large. Every 
Christmas he distributes from {5,000 to 
$10,000 to the poor of Cincinnatl. 

While Mr. McLean has never held pub- 
lic office, he has been a powerful factor 
in polities. Through The Enquirer he 
started over a quarter of a century ago 
the ery “Rise Up, William.” It resulted 
in the late ex-Senator William Allen being 
nominated and elected governor, the first 
time the Ohio democrats then had elected 
a governor for twenty years, the repub- 
licans having had an unbroken guberna- 
torial succession in Chase, Denr'scn, 
Todd, Brough, Cox, Hayes and Noyes 

Governor ‘Allen was afterwards in- 
dorsed by the Ohio democracy for pres:- 
dent in 1876. Mr. McLean was also a 
leader in the election of Governor Bishop 
in 1877, of Governor Hoadley in 188 and 
of Governor Campbell ‘n i8s9, these four 
being the only democratic governors elect- 
ed since 1853.

LABOR COMMITTEE SEES THE GOVERNOR 


The Proclamation Issuei Yesterday 
Calls on Employc# To Give 
Holiday to Laborers. 


Governor Candler issued his official 
proclamation yesterday recognizing the 
first Monday in September as Labor Day 
and recommending to the employers of 
labor all over the state to extend a holl- 
day to workmen. 

The proclamation was issued upon the 
request of a committee of the Federation 
of Trades who called on Governor Can- 
dier yesterday morning in the interest 
of the toiling sons and daughters of tii6 
state. The chicf executive express his 
entire sympathy with the act of the 
legislature setting apart one day in the 
year for Labor Day and making it a pub- 
lic holiday. 

The proclan.ation issued yesterday 
similar in many respects to proclamations 
issued by a number of states in the north 
and west, copies which have been 
forwarded to Governor Candler. It is re- 
garded as evident from the large number 
of proclamations that the coming Labor 
Day will be celebrated to a greater ex- 
tent than ever before. 

The suggestion by Governor Candler to 
employers generally to grant a holiday to 
al! in their employ will have the effect 
of closing a great many institutions and 
business houses in the state that would 
not have closed otherwise. 

The following is the proclamation 
Governor Candler recommending the gen- 
eral observance of Labor Day: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office,

Columbia, 8. C., Augist %.—(Special.)— 
The Charleston Truck Growers’ Associa- 
tion has been endeavoring for many 
months to get a reduction of rates from 
railroads for the produce raised in the 
vicinity of Charleston. They have failed 
utterly to do anything in the direction, 
and as a result have determined not to 
use rail transportation—they will boy- 
cott the railroads. Contracts have been 
made with the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany to handle the produce. Speciai 
fast schedules wil] be run to northern 
ports to accommodate thig trade, which 
is enormous during several spring 
months. The water rates are considera- 
bly lower than the railroad tariff, and 
for a great quantity of the truck will be 
just as satisfactory. 

Carolina watermelon growers are com- 
plaining bitterly this summer about 
areight rates. ‘Despite the drought in 
some sections, a fine crop of melons was 
made, but the proceeds of sales have 
been swallowed by the railroads. Ap- 
peais were made last year and the year 
before for better rates for the producer, 
but the tax was made heavier. In some 
instances, even where fair prices were 
received, the freights swallowed the en- 
tire proceeds of shipments in carload 
lots. Unless better rates can be obtained 
many melon growers will abandon the 
business. 


Sugar from Watermelons.

For the last ten or twelve days the severt- 
ty of the drought has been more apparent 
and it has manifested itself more visibly upon 
the corn in this direction. Late corn has been 
reduced very perceptibly {fn many areas botn | 
in quantity and quality. The corn has not | 
eared out as well as we expected it woul® 
und the ears have not filled out as they al- | 
ways do in a season when the windup gives 
us plenty of moisture. 

Far be it from me to contend for a short | 
crop of corn, but I do think my position is 
right that we are not going to have what we | 
were promised, namely, a ‘‘bumper corn crop."* 

Corn is not yet out of danger and serious | 
damage from frost, that is, taking the crop 
as a whole, Of course, this intense heat has 
hastened its maturity, but there is a very 
wide difference between corn maturing and 
drying up. We must have the 10th to the 15th 
of September to put the great bulk of the 
corn out of danger. 

Notwithstanding these extreme conditions, 
we have had a very good movement of corn 
and oats the present week. A much larger 
proportign than was at first thought of the 
oat crop has been more or less discolored by 
rains after harvest and by standing in the 
shock. These oats are being sent forward very 
rapidly. 

Farmers have also been shipping corn freely, 
preferring rather to take present prices than 
buy high-priced lumber and build cribs for 
the coming crop.
